Bruno Goll, a druggist at 12th and 
Canal streets, made two attempts to 
turn in an alarm from the box at that 
corner, but neither of them registered 
at fire headquarters. The previous 
night's fire had put some of the lines 
out of commission, otherwise the fire 
department would have been notified 
from a quarter to half an hour earlier. 
It must be remembered that we had 
no telephones in those-days. This 
inventicn did not come in until about 
1877. 

The man in the tower of No. 6 
house on Maxwell street, near Canal, 
sighted the fire about the same time 
Schaeffer did. e ran down from 
his perch and shouted to Foreman 
Musham to hitch up.

=ngine Breaks Down. 

Instead of going south in Jefferson 
street, directly to the fire, as it would 
if it had been given the right location, 
No. 5 went west in Van Buren street 
to Halsted. At Taylor and Halsted 
streets the driver of the engine saw 
the flames east of him and drove to 
a plug at Forquer and Jefferson. Hose 
was quickly laid, but after working

Steamer Fred Gund Sunk. { 

The steamer Fred Gund, an Amos- 
keag and one of the best in the depart- 
ment, was battling valiantly at the 
west approach of the Van Buren street 
bridge. The fire was raging on all sides 
of it except to the east, and it was 
hemmed in by the maelstrom. Its gal- 
lant crew remained with it until their 
clothing caught fire and they were 
forced to flee for their lives. The Gund 
went down in a sea of flame with steam 
up and fighting the foe. 

Two and a half hours after the fire 
started the south division was hot with 
the fierce breath of tne conflagration. 
A terrific southwest wind carried 
brands for blocks, and these torches 
ignited the roofs of buildings on which 
they fell. Coal and lumber yards lined 
both sides of the river, and the «wind 
carried burning boards across the 
stream which fell among the inflamma- 
ble fuei. 

Shortly before midnight the fire 
crossed the river between Adams and 
Van Buren streets. The first building 
attacked on the south side was a tar 
works adjacent to the gas company’s 
huge reservoir and nearly opposite the 
old armory: police station at Franklin 
and Adams streets. Frank Parmelee’s 
stables were next to fall a prey to the 
fiames. At this time every piece of ap- 
paratus was on the west side. Chief 
Williams ordered several companies to 
the south side in an attempt to stay 
the spread of the fire. 

Flames Spread Rapidly. 

The progress of the fire was terrific.

Harrison Hotel Saved. 


One of the few buildings saved in 
this vicinity was the Harrison hotel at 
the southwest corner of Harrison and 
Clark streets. The younger Carter 
Harrison, who, like his father, was sev- 
eral times mayor. was born here ten 
The building 
still stands and is an object of. inter- 
est to old timers. As the fire swept 
on relentlessly towards the business 
section of the city buildings were 
blown up with dynamite in an- effort 
to save the trade center, but the fire 
traveled on. 


Several companies made an heroic 
stand at Michigan avenue and Harri- 
son streets and halted the flames in 
their march cf devastation. The last 
building to burn on Michigan avenue 
was Terrace row, palatial block of 
private residences extending north- 
ward from_Harrison street. 


All night long the work of devasta- 
tion went on ceaselessly, ruthlessly. 
Business blocks, public buildings, the- 
aters, churches, hotels, banks, news- 
paper offices, retail and wholesale em- 
poriums of trade, railroad depots, grain 
elevators, marble mansions, and brew- 
eries—all went down in the blazing 
mass. 

Lake Street Laid Bare. 


Lake street was then the principal 
thoroughfare of the city. Not a build- 
ing was left standing on it. In its in- 
tense heat the fire destroyed every- 
thing combustible, leaving nothing 
whatever to survive it. Millions of 
dollars’ worth of merchandise were 
destroyed in this street, and when the 
smoke of the ruins cleared away there 
was nothing to be seen from the river 
to the lake but brick, stone, and twist- 
ed iron beams. Every particle of wood

ls Recommended. 


The Chicago chapter of the Ameri- 
can Association of Engineers has made , p34 


its contribution to safety week in out- 
lining a program to prevent automobile 
accidents. The scheme was criginally 
prepared by the Safety Valve club and 
Tater ratified by the parent organiza- 
tion. 

For certain offenses the engineers 
would deprive the owner of.an auto of 
the use of his car for a period depend- 
ing upon the gravity of the offense. 
The recommendations are as follows: 

That the situation demands dras- 
tic enforcement of existing laws, regu- 
lations, and ordinances, toward which 
end the widest publicity is desirable to 
give full effect to such @nforcement. 

That licensing of drivers of automo- 
biles should be so conducted that every 
person driving shall have passed an 
examination showing satisfactory 
Knowledge of all traffic laws pertaining 
to the subject. 

That licenses to drive automobiles 
shall not be issued to persons under 18 

years of age. 
Urges Impounding Autos. 

, That automobile offenders shall be 

deprived. of the use of their cars upon 

conviction of offenses for periods grad- 

uated to conform to the gravity and 


number of offenses, the automobiles 


being impounded during such penalty 
periods. 

That a wide extension of the prin- 
ciple of right hand turns be applied. 

That where police traffic regulations 
at crossings exist a “ pause’’ system 
of signalling be tried, to wit: A signa! 
stopping further flow of traffic in the 
directions having right of way, fol- 
lowed by a brief time interval permit- 


ting the tail end traffic to clear prior. 
to a signal for starting traffic in the 


right angle direction. 

The establishment of “fire lanes” 
and means for both daylight and night 
time warning.

If you are a manufacturer and propose, say, a new kind of soap, you know 
in advance just about what you can do. The merit of the article is predeter- 
mined by what goes into it. And you may be reasonably sure that with a little 
advertising you can drum up a little trade, and that with a great deal of ad- 
vertising your patronage will be approximately as large as you can handle. 


Successful merchandising is largely a matter of knowing one’s market. 

, But the investor in plays never pa: his market. Of all mortals that 
inhabit this earth, those who attend the theaters are the most inscrutable, 
The public likes this entertainment and does not like that one, and its verdict 
is certain and irrevocable, but no n can say in advance what it will be. You 
would suppose that a lifetime dévoted to the selection and staging of plays 
would bring wisdom; yet the veterans among the producers are continually 
putting their money into failures and turning their backs upon undertakings 
which in other hands have proved thumping successes. It is the outstanding 
phenomenon of stageland, and the showman’s motto is: “You never can tell.” 

Never was this more strikingly exemplified than in the present season, 
iooked upon everywhere as the most topsy-turvy in the history of the theater. 
if any name is synonymous with unerring success 
on the stage, it is, you would say, that of David 
Belasco. Yet the cables told last week of complete 
disaster to his play, “ Timothy,” produced in London 
with’ Cyril Maude jn its leading role. It was re- 
ceived, say the reports, “with derisive laughter,” 
and the verdict of the critics was that the produc- 
tion was “ almost unbelievably poor.” In New York 
a like calamity has just befalien “The Blue La- 
goon,” a spectacular affair which was enormously 
popular in England and was brought to this country 
with every prospect of prosperity. Broadway didn’t 
like it, and after an incredibly brief showing the 
costly production has been sent to the storehouse. 

On the other hand, the smile of fortune is as 
whimsical as its frown. Morris Gest, by his own 
confession, brought “Afgar” to Chicago with fear 
and trembling. Business elsewhere had been bad. in “ Lightnin’.”

Full justice was 
done to each arm of the services, but it 
is plain that without the aid of cavalry 
the campaign would Pave been much 
longer and would have. resulted in 
many more casualties. Military his- 
torians will be interested in the book 
for this reason as well as for the 
wealth of details given by the author 
concerning the interesting and novel 
features of the eampaign.

Cattle Shortage; 


ers with High Prices for Eggs 
By Frank Ridgway. a | 


ARKETING looms up as the important problem before the poultry pro- 


ducers of the corn belt. It is just as essential for the poultry owners 
te seek an adequate market for their poultry and eggs as it ia for the 


live stock men and grain growers to improve their marketing system. 


Analyzing the fac’e that have been uncovered by E. F. Murphy in his sur- 
vey of the poultry tndustry that is now being made for the state farm bureau 
in Illinois, there is evidently room for much improvement in the poultry busi- 


ness. There are apparently good reasons for producers to codperate. 


Since almost one-third, 32 per cent, of all the eggs produced in the United 
States comes from the five principal corn belt states—-Iowa, Missouri, Illinois, 
Indiana, and Ohio—it becomes a marketing problem for the producers in these 
states and a buying problem for the consumers in eastern cities surrounded by 
territory where the production of eggs is extremely low. Better prices for eggs 


tn the east is a natural outgrowth of conditions. 


Prices of eggs in the heavy producing district here in the middle west 
have been much less than the prices paid for eggs in the east for many years. 
Eggs have been sold at a higher price for severa] years in New York and other 
eastern cities, ané this condition will probably continue for many more years 


unless there are some changes made in the poultry industry. 


Number of Direct Shiggtts Growing. 


Investigation discloses the fact that most of the eggs from the central west 
"it enough money ieft to restock their ranches. In discussing the War states are sold for consumption tn the eastern cities. Local prices in this heavy 

corporation's plans to make money available for the live stock men producing territory have been such that flock owners have found it a Wise plan 
to do their own marketing, making direct shipments to eastern cities. and they 


have cleared from 3 to 16 cents net profit on each dozen. 


For fifteen years producers have been quietly sending their eggs direct ‘+o 
the eastern markets and the survey shows that the number of direct shippers 
has been steadily growing during the last few years. They ship by express. 
many of them !n case lots, and sell in eastern cities through commission men. 
The usual commission charge is 5 per cent, or a minimum of 40 cents a case in 


shipments less than car lots. 


There are a few of these shippers, according to Mr. Murphy, who have 
shipped to eastern cities and have received “ bait prices” for the first and some 
times the second shipment, but have, in a few cases, been “stung” on subse- 


quent shipments. This, however, he says, is not the genera! rule.

Con- 
gestion is a much greater problem in 
London streets than it is here.

Three Factors to Consider. 


“There are three important factors 
te eonsider in answering the query as 
to whether it is safe to build now or 
not,” said Mr. Miller, “ First, present 
and future rents; s¢cond, the present 
and future purchasing power of the 
follar; third, the future trend of prices. 

“Rents are high and will continue 
above the prewar level for several 
years. The purchasing power of money 
is below the pre-war standard and will 
improve only as we reéstabiish the pre- 
war ratio between money and credits 
on one hand and goods on the other. 
The general trend of prices for many 
‘ears will be down and the rapidity of 
the decline will depend on how com- 
pletely we approximate capacity and 
continuous production. | 

“For a long time it has been expect- 
ed that there would be a halt in the 
downward reaction in prices and this 
now has occurred. It seems, therefore. 
that the time is approaching, if it is 
mot already at hand, when people 
would be warranted in going ahead 
with building operations because build- 
ing material prices have reached ap- 
proximately the same level as genera’ 
commodities and because a reaction 
upward is likely to develop. That this 
reaction is likely is suggested by the 
advances in southern pine and Douglas 
fir lumber quotations within the last 
ten days and the tendency of the steel) 
market to strengthen a little.

“My reason for believing that if the 
buyer can secure his materials at a 
rate not more than 60 per cent above 
the pre-war level, he faces no unusual! 
hazard in building now, are that this 
still is @ buyer’s market and the buyer 
can now select his labor from the pres.

desires and can obtain adequate trans.
